A rather strong, but withal a pleasant 
breeze, swept over the broad thoroughfare of 
Twelfth street, between Pine and Washington 
avenue, this morning. As it passed along it 
was Goubtiess surprised to meet strains of 
sweet music on the broad square, but it picked 
them up, nevertheless, and carried them 
down the line and into the ears of a vast 
crowa of people, who lined either side of 
the boulevard from Chestnut street to the 
spot where the gravel road is stopped by the 
graniteon Washington avenue. The crowd 
amused itself by observing the movements of 
a number of fine-looking men on as many fine- 
looking horses. The latter pranced and ca- 
pered about the square, their spirits raised by 
the music, and their riders had all they could 
do to keep them in line. 

A stranger happening on the scene would be 
impressed with the idea that the event was a 
notable oue of some kind, and he would not 
be far from wrong. It was the gathering of the 
divisions inthe big parade of the St. Louis 
Butchers’ Union, and they were indeed a 
magnificent body of men. The butchersall 
wore badges of the order, a simple decoration 
of red, fringed ribbon worn on the breast. 
Their heads were protected by large, cream- 
colored felt hats of a uniform make. The 
marshals of the divisions wore a broad silk 


sash, 
VARIED IN COLOR, 
and their steeds were decorated with large 
body wreaths, in some cases of highly colored 
fancy paper and in others artificial fowers. 
All looked well and some of them quite pic- 
turesque. The parade was announced to start 
at 10:30 from the square, but some of the di- 
visions were a trifie tardy in arriving and the 
start was therefore delayed somewhat. The 
first division, consisting of the members of 
the Central Branch of the Union, were the 
first.to arrive, and rested onthe east side of 
the boulevard, headed by a band, and facing 
south. Then followed branch No.3, which 
came in from Washington avenue.

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION REGARDING LO- 
CAL EPISCOPALIANS, 


Dr. Holland Takes Issue With Missionary 


Greene—St. Louis Churchmen as Good 
as Those of Other Cities—Chicago’s 
Worldliness the Outgrowth of Her Con- 
ditious— Mr. Robert Surprised That the 
Church Is as Strong as It Is—His Idea 
of ‘‘Fashionable’’ Members—Not So Bad, 
After All, 


The Episcopalians of St. Louis have in no 
small degree been exercised by certain state- 
ments alleged to have been made about them 
by the Episcopal City Missionary, Rev. R. W. 
E. Greene, in Toronto, Canada. A few days 
ago Mr. Greene visited the scene of his former 
labors at Toronto, and while there was quoted 
as follows by the Evangelical Churchman, a 
religious journal of Toronto: 

The cause of Christ is in a bad way in St. 
Louis. Sunday is the great day for recreation, 
the day of sports and amusements. Races, 
base ball matches, tennis and croquet are all 
entered into with special zest on Sunday. One 
picks his way to church through crowds of 
pleasure-seekers. ‘Ourown church is weak, 
fashionable and worldly. People go to 
church but once and devote the remainder 
of the day to pleasure.’ The ritual 
is slightly in advance of what we are accus- 
tomed to here. Some of the churches pos- 
sess the high altar surmounted bythe taber- 
nacle, acolytes, incense, the use of holy wa- 
ter, reservation of the elements, etc., eto. In 
fact members of the Romish Church are fre- 
quently known to enter, remain during the 
service, and leave without ever having known 
that they were not of that fold.“ 


REV. R. A. HOLLAND, b. b., 
rector of St. George's Episcopal Church, was 
asked by a POST-DISPATCH reporter as to his 
opinion of Mr. Greenue’s position, especially 


that portion in which the church in St. Louis 
is called ‘‘weak, fashionable and worildly.’’ 
After reading it over carefully, Dr. Holland 


said: ‘‘ Weak, fashionable and worldly. Well, 
from the standpoint of the ideal church we 
2 are. None of us collectively or 
ndividually reach our ideal of perfection. 
Probably Mr. Greene looks at it from the point 
of view of hisideal. It should be remembered 
Mr. Greene does a peculiar and grund work in 
this city. He has vofuntarily taken upon 
himscif this work among the poor and lowly 
of this city. If there is any minister in this 
city whom I admire it is Mr. Greene. He is 
one of the most earnest men I ever saw. 


Now, are we weak? Numerically we are, 
but considering the scandals with 
which the church here has been be 
set, I think the showing creditable. 


Fashionable and worldiy we are said to be. 
Not any more than the church is in other 
Western cities. Take Chicago, for instance. 
Proportionately the church is more wordl 

there than here. But the conditions of chure 

ite must be considered. In Chicago—well, 
we all know what the life is there. It is woridiy 
inthe extreme. ButI must say this, though, 
that the men up there are liberal. They make 
money quickly and they gre it generously to 
the chureh. In New York, next to the Roman 
Catholics the Episcopal Church is the strong- 
est. In point of influence in the’ social 
and religious world it is the greatest 
factor in the metropolis. In Boston it 
is rapidly becoming so. But there, of course, 
life is not as free as it is here. It seems to be 
a social duty to attend church in the East. Out 
West where life is freer there is no such obli- 


gation. I cannot. say that if the Eastern peo- 
ple should come out here that they would at- 
tend church as they do in the East. In fact, I 


have known of persons coming from the East 
who forgotall about their church duties on 

becoming surrounded with the Western at- 
mosphere, With regard to the alleged charge 
that the Episcopalians in St. Louig attend but 
one service on Sunday and devote the rest of 
the sabbath to pleasure, I do believe 
that nearly every Episcopalian communicant 
if he doesn’t attend all the religious services is 
at home with nis family, a quiet and perfect! 

proper pleasure. The only Western cities I 
have been pastor in are Chicago, New Orleans 
and St. Louis. In New Orleans I found the 
church people pious, very much so. But 
leaving everything else out of the question 

the real trouble with St. Louis Episcopalians 
is apathy. That is it, simple indifference. 
They do not get aroused, Thefeuilt is with the 
ministers, andIum oneof them. They need 
as much of awakening as the people them 


selves.’’

LOCAL OPTION IN MISSOURI. 

Local prohibition as provided for by 
Missouri’s new and stringent local option 
law has been submitted to the voters at 
special elections ordered by the County 
Courts in most of the counties where the 
Prohibitionists are strongest, and will in 
the course of afew months be submitted 
in all the counties they have any hope of 
carrying. 

Their overwhelming defeat in some 
counties. they expected to carry shows 
how futile and how wrongful State pro- 
hibition applied to such counties would 
be. Where the people opposed it by a 
majority of 782, as in the strongly Repub- 
lican county of Andrew, the attempt to 
enforce prohibition by State law, regard- 
less of the will of the local population, 
would only deprive State and county of 
the revenue from the liquor traffic, with- 
out stopping the traffic or promoting the 
cause of temperance. Even in those 
counties where local prohibition is or- 
dained by small majorities the experiment 
is likely to cost more in revenue than the 
result will be worth in the way of moral 
reformation. 

But on the other hand where a large 
majority of the people in any county are 
unalterably opposed to the existence of

A REFORM MOVEMENT. 


Washington City now has an association 
of ex-office-holders that is something 
unique in the history of the country. It is 
composed of unfortunate Republicans 
who lost their official heads when the 
Democrats came mto power; and they 
have organized for the purpose of work- 
ing together ina supreme effort to get 
another turn at the swill-tub of political 
spoils. . 

There is something pathetic in this 
stirring of the grand old appetite that 
was one of the most glittering ornaments 
ofthe Republican party in its days of 
national supremacy.

Without criticising Mr. Davis’ arguments, it 
is enough to say that Senator Foote, Daniel 
Webster and the leading New England repre- 
sentatives have all born testimony to Mr. Cal- 
houn’s patriotism and devotion to the 
Republic. 

Both Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Davis filled the 
position of Secretary of War during their pub- 
lic careers, the former under President Mon- 
roe and the latter under President Pierce.

After the excellent 
act had been passed making many changes 
in the system at Castle Garden and putting it 
in charge of a single Commissioner, I looked 
about for a fit man for the place. I found him, 
I think, in ex-Senator Murtha of Brooklyn, 
and sent in his name tothe Senate for con- 
firmation. Immediately there began an as- 
tonishing pressure to secure a promise that 
the ‘patronage’ ofthe office should be duly 
apportioned between different political par- 
ties and factions represented in the Senate, 
and that this promise should bea condition 
precedent to confirmation. Of course I paid 
no attention whatever to this pressure, and 
when it was at its utmost Senator 
Murtha himself appeared at Albany and 
cume to see me. I said to him: ‘I am 
amazed to see you here; what does it mean?’ 
He replied, ‘I left home to escape the impor- 
tunities of applicants and their friends, who 
have besieged me by hundreds. Iam assured 
thatIcan be confirmed forthwith if I will 
promise a division of offices agreed upon here. 
Iwould make no such promise, whatever 
might be the office. I could not go home, after 
doing suchathing, and face my wife and 
children.’ ‘I believe that,’ Isaid; ‘if you had 
made that promise, or had promised anything 
in the way of disposing of the appointments, I 
should withdraw your name atthis moment. 
The very object and purpose of the law would 
be violated by it.’ 

Tue law could only be given effect by the 
confirmation of the commissioner. It was ad- 
mitted on every hand that the changes con- 
templated by the law were demanded to se- 
cure the helpless immigrant from imposition 
and from swindling. It had passed both 
houses of the Legislature by a large and un- 
partisan majority, so abundantly obvious was 
its crying necessity. No charge or valid objec- 
tion was ever even attempted against the con- 
firmation of Senator Murtha, who was admit- 
ted on all hands to be a conspicuously fit man 
for the office. Yet day by day passed and the 
Senate had taken no action. The morning of 
the last day arrived, and there was still no dis- 
position to act, in default of a promise as to 
the patronage. It was within two hours of the 
adjournment, I think, when ‘I determined 
upon preparing the message referred to, | 
felt sure that a final presentation of the ad- 
mitted facts as to the cruel treatment of the 
immigrants and of the scandalous circum. 
stances attending the failure of the Senate to 
perfect the act must shame at least some of 
the recalcitrant Senators into voting for 
the confirmation of the nominee. 1 believed 
that some of the members from the interior, 
at least, would lay aside partisanship and vote 
for perfecting the act. So I went downstairs 
to my private office and wrote the message. It 
came near going to the Senate in my own 
handwriting, for there was barely time to have 
it copied and to send it in before the Senate 
adjourned. But there was time to have con. 
firmed the appointment. My expectations bad 
been disappointed. ‘The spolis system’ was 
more potent than regard for decency or the 
manful sympathy which these men must have 
felt, as human beings, for the sufferings of 
their fellow-creatures, as they had been fully 
pointed out in the debate over the bill.

NEW YorK, September 8.—For more than 
twenty years Mr. William Hoffman, who 
keeps a wholesaie liquor store at the corner of
